CHANDIGARH 

An 

ACT 

to amend the Punjab Homoeopathic Practitioners Act, 
1965. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Punjab 
in the Twenty-fifth Year of the Republic of India as fol- 
lows: — 

I . Short title.— This Act may be called the Punjab Homoeo- 
pathic Practitioners (Amendment) Act, 1974. 

2, [Omitted.] 

3, Amendment of section 16 of Punjab Act 16 of 1965. — 
In the Punjab Homoeopathic Practitioners Act, 1965, is 
in force in the Union territory of Chandigarh (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), in section 16, for sub- 
section (2), the following sub-section shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“(2) Every person who has passed Matriculation or an 
equivalent examination of a recognised University 
or Board, and who, within a period of six months 
from the date of extension of the Punjab Homoeo- 
pathic Practitioners (Amendment) Act, 1974 to the 
Union territory of Chandigarh, proves to the satis- 
faction of the Registrar that immediately before 
such extension he was not less than twenty-five 
years of ago and had been in continuous practice as 
a prectitioner for a period of not less than five 
years, shall, on payment of the prescribed fees, be 
entitled to have his name entered in Part B of the 
Register subject to such conditions as the Council 
may, by regulations, specify : 


Provided that a person who does not possess the 
educational qualifications referred to above shall also 
be registered by the Council with the prior approval 
of the Central Government, on payment of the pres- 
cribed fees and subject to the aforesaid conditions, 
if he, within the aforesaid period of six months 
proves that immediately before the extension of the 
Punjab Homoeopathic Practitioners (Amendment) 
Act, 1974 to the Union territory of Chandigarh, he 
was not less than thirty live years of age and had 
been in continuous practice as a practitioner for a 
period of not less than fifteen years. 
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Explanation. — For the purposes of this section, the ex- 
pression “recognised University or Board" means:— 

(i) any University or Board incorporated by law in 
any of the States of India; or 

(ii) in the case of a certificate obtained as a result of 

an examination held before the 15th August, 
1947, the Punjab, Sind or Dacca University; or 

(iii) any other University or Board which is declared 
by the Central Government to be a recognised 
University or Board for the purpose of this sec- 
tion. 

4. Amendment of section 21 of Punjab Act 16 of 1965. —

(h) to exercise such other powers and perform such 
other functions as may be specified in this Act, 
or in the rules or regulations made thereunder or 
as the Central Government may by notification 
direct for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

Explanation.— The Committee or the Board of studies 
referred to in clause (g) may have such per- 
sons as their members as are not members of 
the Council."

Central Excises 


G.S.R. 438. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 37 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely: — . 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Excise 
(Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1975, 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, — 

(a) in rule 32 — 

(i) in clause (c) of sub-rule (2), for the words "not 
exceeding one thousand rupees” the words “not 
exceeding two thousand rupees" shall be substi- 
tuted; 

(ii) after sub-rule (2) and before Explanation, the 
following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 


“(2A) If any person fails to account to the satis- 
faction of the proper officer for any Form 
supplied to him for the transport of unmatui- 
factured tobacco in green state, he shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding two thousand 
rupees for every such certificate not so ac- 
counted for”; 


(b) In rule 33, In clause (d) of sub-rule (2), for the 
words “not exceeding one thousand rupees” the words 
“not exceeding two thousand rupees’’ shall be sub- 
stituted.

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person front the operation of (his rule. 

5. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the- Scheduled Castes 
Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to lime in thi; regard. 

6. Power to relax : Where tho Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of (he provisions 
these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

6. Disqualifications.— -No person — • 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a sparse living, or 

(b) who, having a spuse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts; 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that seuh marriage is permissible under the personal law appli cable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7 Saving —Nothing in these rules shall alfect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with ihe orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to .time in this regard.

G.S.R. 446. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Chief Draftsman in the Civil Aviation Department, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement:— (1) These rules may be called the Civil Aviation Department, Chief Draftsman Recruitment 
Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay: — The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule amended to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age-limit and qualifications etc.— The method of recruitment of the said post, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications: — No person, — 

(i) who has entered Into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(j i) w ho, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 


5. Power to relax:— Where the Central Government ft of opinion that It is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, after consulta- 
tion with the Union Public Service Commission, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules in respect of any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Cas- 
tes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Centra! Government from time 
to time in this regard.
